SiE, —  In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  existing 
ordinance,  the  Board  of  Assessors  respectfully  submit  the 
following  report: 

For  convenience  of  assessment,  and  as  authorized  by  chap¬ 
ter  115  of  the  Acts  of  the  year  1889,  which  provides  that 
the  assessors  may  “divide  any  ward  .  .  .  into  conve¬ 

nient  assessment  districts,”  the  twenty-five  wards  of  the  city 
are  divided  into  forty-four  districts  —  four  of  them  into  three 
each,  eleven  of  them  into  two  each,  and  ten  are  undivided. 

The  several  assessment  districts,  and  the  wards  of  which 
they  are  a  part,  together  with  the  names  of  the  first  and 
second  assistant  assessors  assigned  to  each  of  said  districts, 
are  shown  in  an  appendix  at  the  end  of  this  report.

The  Board  of  Assessors  received  a  state  warrant  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  the  provisions  of  chapter  488,  Acts  1895,  and 
any  and  all  acts  in  addition  and  amendment  thereto,  entitled 
“An  Act  to  provide  for  a  Metropolitan  Water  Supply,” 
amounting  to  11,726,588.68.

These  valuations  are  determined  by  taking  the  amount  paid 
by  the  Commonwealth  to  the  city  during  the  financial  year  on 
account  of  corporate  taxes  assessed  as  of  the  first  day  of  May 
of  that  year.  The  totals  are  under  estimates,  as  the  collection 
extends  beyond  the  year  in  which  taxes  are  assessed,  and  a 
small  proportion  of  their  total  sum  is  paid  over  to  the  city 
with  the  assessments  of  subsequent  years. 

As  the  revenue  from  these  sources  is  always  estimated 
before  the  amount  to  be  raised  by  taxation  is  determined,  the 
effect  of  the  valuation  of  this  property  in  reducing  the  rate 
of  taxation  is  the  same  as  though  its  amount  .was  included  in 
the  assessors’  aggregate  and  the  taxes  were  assessed  by  them.
